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The Community Rating System is a program which encourages communities to go beyond the FEMA
minimum requirements for development. Participating communities receive discounted flood insurance rates
for their citizens. In return, they must meet certain requirements of the activities for which they receive
credit.

Several of the activities require annual mailings and/or updates. This, the beginning of the new year, is
always a good opportunity to do this.

Communities receiving credit for Activity 320 - Map Information, must notify lenders, insurance agents and
real estate agents, or the entire community that FIRM information and elevation certificates are available
through your office. Outreach Projects - Activity 330, should be updated and mailed. The CRS manual
covers 10 topics which may be addressed. Communities receiving credit in Activities 320, 360 and 540 can
use these projects to meet the publicizing requirements.

Now is a good time to update information in the library. Free publications from FEMA and the Corps of
Engineers are listed in the CRS manual on pages 350-9 through 350-12.

A tutorial on designing and operating a municipal floodplain management website is available at no
charge from the CRS.

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FACTS ABOUT INLAND FLOODING FROM HURRICANES

e Over the past 30 years, 78% of children killed by tropical cyclones drowned in freshwater floods.

e One cubic yard of water weighs 17001bs. The average automobile weighs 34001bs. Many automobiles will
float in just 2 feet of water.

e The average person can be swept off their feet in 6 inches of moving water.
e The average automobile can be swept off the road in 12 inches of moving water.
e Rainfall is typically heavier with slower moving storms.

e Rainfall Rule of Thumb: to estimate the total amount of rainfall that can be expected from a tropical system,
divide 100 by the forward speed of the storm in miles per hour. Example (100/Forward Speed = estimated
inches of rain). Your local NWS forecast office will have a more accurate estimation method to predict
rainfall.
